B a Cruel War, waged with great Effuſton of Chriſtian Blood, 

and the Deſolation of divers Provinces, between the moſt 
S:1cac, and moſt Potent Prince and Lord, the Lord Leopold, Ele& 
Etoperour of tne Romans, always Auguſt, King of Germany, Bohemia, 
Dalmatia, Croatia, and Slavoma, Arch-Duke of Auſtria, Duke of Bur- 


gundy, Brabant, Styria, Carinthia, Carniola, Marqueſs of Moravia,

E it known unto all and every individual Perſon whom it. 
may concern, That ſeeing there has been tor ſome Years paſt 
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Duke of Luxemburg, of the Upper and Lower Sileſia, Wirtemburg, 
and Tecka, Prince of- Swabia, Count of Habsburg, Tyrole, Kyburg and 
Goritia, Marqueſs of the Sacred Roman Empire, of Burgovra, and of 
the Upper and Lower -Lyjatzaz Lord-of the Mark of SIawonig, Port 
Naon, and the Salt Pits, ©'c. on the one part, and the moſt Serene 
and moſt Potent Prince and Lord, Lewis XIV. the moſt Chriſtian King 
of France, and Navar, on the other part z and that their Imperial 
and Moſt Chriſtian Majeſties have been very intent upon the termina- 
ting, as ſoon as might be, thoſe Evils daily increaſing to the pre- 
judice of the Chriſtian Religion : It hath, by the Bleſſing of Almigh- 
ty God, been at length fo brought'to pals, by the Endeavours of the 
Moſt Serene and moſt Potent Prince and Lord, Charles XI, King of 
the Swedes, Goths, and Vandals: Great Prince of Finland, Duke of 
Schonen, Eſten, Livonia, Carelia, Bremen, Verden, Stetin, Pomerania, 
Caſſubia, and Vandalia: Prince of Rugen, Lord of Ingria and Wiſmar, 
and alſo Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, Juliers, Cleve, 
and Bergben, "&e.-of famous Memory, who from the very beginning, 
of theſe Commotions, hath not-ceafed, with great Earneſtneſfs, to per- 
ſwvade the Chriſtian Princes to a Peace, and was at length receiv*d by 
all the Parties to be a Mediator for compoſing the ſame as ſoon as 
poſſible, and laboured moſt graciouſly therein to the day of his Death : 
That a ſolemn Treaty to that end, hath been ſet on foot in the Roy- 
al Palace of Reſwickin Holland, and after his Deceaſe, brought at laſt 
to an End, with the like Application of the moſt Serene and moſt Po- 
tent Prince and Lord, the Lord Charles X1I. King of the Swedes, Goths, 
and Vandals ; Great Prince of Finlaud, Duke of Schoen, Eſten, Livonia, 
C:relia, Bremen, Verden, Stetin, Pomerania, Caſſubia, and Vandalia ; 
Prince of Rugen, Lord of Ingria and Wiſmar, as alſo Count Palatine of 
the Rhine ; Duke of Bavaria, Fuliers, Cleve, and Berghen, who ſuc- 
ceeds his Father with equal Care for the publick Tranquility. For the 
Extraordinary Embaſladors and Plenipotentiaries, authoriz'd in due 
Form, having appeared on both ſides in the ſaid place, viz. On the 
part of his Imperial Majeſty, the moſt Illyſtrious and moſt Excellent 
Lords, the Lord Dominick Andreas, Count of the Sacred Roman Em- 
pire, and of Kaunitz; hereditary Lord of Auſterlitz, Hungariſhbrod, 
Mariſchprus,aud of the greater Orzechan, Knight of the Golden Fleece, 
Councellor of State to his Imperial Majeſty, .'.amberlain, and Vice- 
Chancellour of the Sacred Empire : The Lord Henry Fobn, Count of 
the Sacred Roman Empire, of Straatman, and Peurbach; Lord of Orth, 
Shemiding, Spatenbrun, and Carlsberg ; of his lmperial Majelty's Court 
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Council, and Chamberlain : And the Lord John Frederick, free and 
Noble Baron of Seilern, Counſellor to his Imperial Majeſty, and Au- 
thoriſed Commiſlary in the Dyets of the Empire : And in the Name 
of the Moſt Chriſtian King, the moſt Illuſtrious and excellent Lords 
the Lord Nicholas de Harlay, Knight, Lord of Bonnevil, Count of Ce! L 
Conſellour in ordinary to his Majeſty, in his Council of State : The 
Lord Ludovic Verjus, Knight, Counſellor in Ordinary to the King in 
his Council of State, Count of Crecy, Marqueſs of Freon, Baron of 
Couvay, Lord of Boullay, of the two Churches in Fortille, and in 0- 
ther places; and the Lord Francis Callieres, Knight, Lord of Cal- 
lieres, Rupiſchelle and Gigny,by the intervention and Endeavours of the 
moſt 1lluſtrious and moſt Excellent Lords, the Lord Charles, Bond, 
Count of Biornoo, Lord of Hefleby, Tyreſio, Toftabolm, Graffſteen, Gu- 
ſtafsberg, and Rezitza, Senator to his Swediſh Majeſty, and Chief Pre- 
ſident of the Court of Dorpaten in Livonia ;, and of the Lord Nicho- 
las Fell, Baron of Lillieroot, Secretary of State to his Swediſh Majeſty, 
and Embaſſador Extraordinary to their High and Mightineſles, the 
States General of the Uunited Provinces, who have diſcharged the Of- 
fice of Mediators with much Integrity, Diligence and Prudence, 
with the Conſent and Suftrages of the Plenipotentiaries of the Ele- 
ors, Princes and States of the Sacred Roman Empire, after having 
invoked the Aſſiſtance of the Divine Majeſty, and in due form Ex- 
changed the full Powers, have to the Glory of God, and good of 
Chriſtendom, mutually agreed on the following Conditions of Peace 
and Friendſhip. 


I. 


That there be a Chriſtian, Univerſal, and perpetual Peace and true 
Friendſhip between his Imperial Majeſty and his Succeſſors, the Sacred 
Roman Empire, his Hereditary Kingdoms and Dominions, Subje&s 
and Vaſſals on the one part, and his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and his 
Succeſſors, Subjects and Vaſlals on the other part; and that the ſame 
Peace be ſo ſincerely obſerved and cultivated, that neither Party ſhall 
contrive or promote any thing to the Damage or loſs of the other, 
under any pretence whatfoever ; or give any Aid or Aſſiſtance to 
any Perſon or Perſons, that would deſign or put in Execution any 
thing to gthe detriment of either, under what denomination ſoever 
it be ; or receive, protett, or aſſiſt the Rebellious or Seditious Sub=- 
jets of each other, upon any account whatſoever; but rather =

cach Party ſhall ſeriouſly promote the Honour, Advantage and Tate- 
reſt of the other, notwithitanding any Promiſes made to the contrary, 
and any Treaties and Leagues, which way ſoever made, or to be made, 
which are hereby annulled, 


II. 


Let there be a perpetual amneſty and oblivion of all Acts of Hoſti- 
lity commitred on either ſide, in any place, or by any way whatſoever, 
ſo that the one ſhall not becauſe of them, or under pretence of any o- 
ther thing either directly or indireQly, offer any Violence cr I:jury 
to the' other, or ſuffer any to be done by Deed or Writing, bu: that 
all offered Injuries and Violences be fo utterly aboliſhed, without any 
reſpe& of Perſons or Things ; that whatever upon that account the 
one may pretend againſt the other,ſhall be buried in perpetual oblivion: 
A!l and every the Vaſllals and Subjects of each Party ſhall alſo partake 
and enjoy this Amneſty, and the Benefit and Effet of it ; fo as that 
it be a Prejudice and a Crime in none of them to have followed this or 
that Party, ſo as not to be reſtored to the full Enjoyment of their for- 
mer State, in reſpe& to Honour and Goods, as it was before the War 
began ; excepting in thoſe things, which upon account of Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Benefices, Moveables and Incomes.are particularly ſpecified in the 
tollowing Articles; 


III. 


And for as much as the Peace of Weſtphalia and Nimeguen, is to be 
the Balis and Foundation of the preſent Peace; the ſame ſhall fort hwith, 
after the exchange of the Ratihcations,be fully reſtored and Executed 
both in Sacred and Civil Matters,and hercafter be preſerved inviolable, 
ſaving in ſuch Points as derogate from them expreſly in the preſent 
Treaty, 


IV. 


1a the firſt place, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty doth reſtore to his lm- 
perial Majeſty and the Empire, and to th2 States aud Members therecf, 
whatever places and Juriſdictions that bzvc vecn taken, as well during 
the War by way of Fact,as by the Name.of Unions and Re-vaions which 
arg ſituated without Al/atia, or whatever have been expreſt in the In- 

ventory 
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ventory of Re-unions exhibited by the French Embaſſador, revoking 
and making void all the Decrees, Arreſts, and Declarations, which 
upon.that account have been put forth by the Chamber of Metz, and 
Beſangon, as alſo by the Council of Briſac ; and all things to be re- 
ſtored into the fame Condition they were in before thoſe Seizures, 
Unions, and Re-unions were made, and at no time hereafter to be di- 
ſturbed, or moleſted, * but that the Roman Catholick Religion do re- 
main in theſe Places thns reſtored, in the ſame ſtate it is now in, 


V. 


And tho? from theſe general Rules it may be eaſily judged what 
Places they are, and how far the things that are to be reſtored do ex- 
tend, yet at the inſtances of fome, and for ſome other particular Rea- 
ſons, it has been thought fit to make ſpecial mention © of ſome things ; 
but yet in fuch a manner, that thoſe that are not expreſiy named, are 
not to be taken as left out, but to have the ſame place altogether with 
the others named, and to enjoy the ſame Right. 


VI, 


The City of Treves ſhall be Reſtored to the Eleftor of that Name, 
and Biſhop of Spires, in the ſame ſtate it is in at preſent, without any 
farther demoliſhing of Places, or any detriment done to either publick 
or private Buildings, together with the Artillery that was found-there- 
in, at the time it was laſt taken. And that all that hath been agreed on 
in reſpe& to Seizures, Unions,and Re-unions in the Fourth Article pre- 
ceeding, ought alſo to be eſteemed to extend to the benefit of the- 
Churches of Triers and Spire, as if particularly ſpecified, 


VII. 


The EleQor of Brandenburg alſo ſhall enjoy al! the benefits of this 
Peace, and be fully comprehended in it, with all his Dominions, Poſ- 
ſeflions, Subjeqs, and Rights, and thoſe by name which belong to 
him, by vertue of the Treaty Concluded on the 25th of June, in the 
Year 21679, as if each Particular had been ſpecified herein, 
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VII, [ 

The moſt Chriſtian King ſhall reſtore to the EleQor Palatine of the 
Rhine all his Dominions poſſeſt by kim, whether they appertain to 
him alone, or in common with others, however denominated, eſpe- 
cially the City and Prefecture of Germerſheim, and the PrefeQures and 
Subprefetures comprehended therein, with all the Caſtles, Cities, 
Towns, Villages, Lands, Feudſhips and Rights, as they were reſto- 
red by the Treaty of Weſtphalia; as alſo all the Writings or Records 
taken out of the Archive, Chancery, Farudal Court, Chamber of Ac- 
counts, Prefectures, and other Palatize Offices that have been taken 
away, Without exception of any Place, Thing, Right, or Record. 
And as to what concerns the Rights or Pretenſions of the Dutcheſs of 
Orleans, tis agreed, after the above- mentioned Reſtitution be firſt 
made, that the thing be decided according to the form Compromiſed 
between his Imperial and moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, as Arbitrators in 
the Matter, according to the Laws and Conſtitutions of the 
Empirez but it they ſhall not be able to agree it, then the ſame 
ſhall be left to the Arbitration of the Pope : But that in the mean 
time there be no leſs endeavour uſed to procure an amicable Agree- 
ment hetween the Parties z and until the faid Matter be fully decided, 
that there be the yearly Summ of two hundred thouſand Livres, or an 
hundred thouſand Florins paid by the faid Elc&or to the Dutcheſs of 
Qrleans, upon that account and condition, as the ſame is expreſt in a 
particular Article, of the ſame force with the preſent Peace ; reſer- 
ving every way at the ſame time the right of cach Party, as well 
in the poſleſſed as ſued-for part, as alſo the Rights of the Empire, 


IX. 


The Ancient Dutchy of Deuxponts ſhall be Reſtored freely and 
wholly to the moſt Serene King of Suedeland, as Count Palatine of the 
Kbine, Count of Spanbeme, and Yeldenz, with all its ws aha 7g and 
Dependances, and with thoſe Rights that the Predeceſlors of his Swe- 
diſh Majeſty, the Count Palatines, and Dukes of Deuxponts have en- 
joy'd, or could haye enjoy'd, according to the Tenour . of the Weſt- 
phalian Treaty ; ſo that all things under what Title ſoever pretended 
to, poſleſſed, and re-united by the Crown of France hitherto, either in 
whole or in part of the ſaid Dutchy, ſhall return in full right to his 
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3wediſh Majeſty, and his Heirs the Counts Palatines of the Rbize. All 
Records alſo belonging to the ſaid Dutchy ſhall be reſtored, together 
with the Artillery that were found in the ſame at the time it was firſt 
poſleſt by France, and all other things concerning which it has been 
a_ _ in the preceeding Articles, in favour of things to be 
eſtor 


K, 

As for the Principality of Yeldenz, and what the deceaſed Prince 
Leopold Lodowick Count Palatine of the Rhine poſleſt under the name 
of the ſaid Principality, or the Principality of Lautereccen, they ſhall 
be reſtored as far as the fourth Seftion ; and the Inventory exhibited 
by the French Embaſlage, reſerving ſtill entire, the pretenſions as 
well of the poſleſſed as ſuing Party. 

XI 


France ſhall alſo fully reſtore to the Grand Maſter of the Teutonick 
Order, and Biſhop of Worms, Prince Francts Lodowick Palatine, all 
the Commendums Conſecrated to or Poſleſt by that Noble Order, 
Places, Profits, and Rights ; and the ſaid Order ſhall enjoy, in reſpect 
to the Commendums, and other Goods ſcituated under the French Do- 
minion, as well upon account of Collatioa as Adminiſtration, the 
ſame Uſages, Priviledges and Immunities which they have enjoy'd 
heretofore, according to the Rules and Statutes of the Order, and 
what the Order of St. John of Feruſalem was wont to enjoy. 

XII. 

The City and Caſtle of Dinant ſhall be reſtored to the EleQor of 
Cologne, as Biſhop» and Prince of Liege, in'the ſame ſtate wherein it 
was, "when aſſumed into the hands of France, with all its Rights and 
and Dependances, as alſo Canons and Records found at that time 
therein. And moreover, all that is comprehended in the Fourth Ar- 
ticle, concerning Seizures, Unions, and Re-unions, are eſteemed in a 
particular manner, to extend to the advantage of the Churches of 
Cologne and Liege. 

X[II. 

AS for the Houſe of Wirtemburg, and particularly Duke George, 
the Principality or Countrey of Aompelgard ſhall be reſtored to him, 
for himſelf and Succeſſors, in the ſame ſtate, with the ſame Rights 
and Prerogatives; and eſpecially into the ſame immediety towards 
the Sacred Roman Empire, as heretofore he has enjoy d it, and as the 
reſt of the Princes of the Empire do, or ought to enjoy It ; that Re- 
cognition of Vaſllalage that has been made to the Crown of France 1a 
the Year 1681, being utterly annulled hereby. And the ſaid Princes 


ſhall from henceforth freely enjoy all the Profits both Secular _ 
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Eccleſiaſtical appertaining to the ſame, which they enjoyed before 
the Peace of- Nimeguen, as well as the Feudſhips, which during the 
time of the French's detention of them, or at any other time, did 
belong, and had not been granted by them to others, except- 
ing the Countrey of Baldenbeim, with its Appurtenances, which 
the moſt Chriſtian King hath beſtowed upon Monſieur de Chamlay, 
Camp-Maſter General, and which ought to remain firm to him, bur 
yet ſo, as he is obliged to do homage to the Duke of MWirtemburg, as 
his direct Lord, and to his Succeſlors ; and to ſeek the renewing of 
his Feudſhipat his hands. They ſhall be reſtored alſo into the full and 
free poſſeſſion both of their Feudſhips in Burgundy, Clerevall, and Paſ- 
ſavant, as alſo of their Dynaſties, or Lordſhips of Granges, Herricourt, 
Blament, Chatelot, and Clemont, and of the reſt that are ſituated in the 
County of Burgundy, and Principality of Montpelgard, together with 
all their Rights and Incomes, in the very ſame manner as they poſſeſt 
them bctore the Peace at Nimeguen ; all thoſe things being utterly a- 
boliſhed which were done, or pretended to at any time, by what 
Title any way diſtinguiſhed, and in any manner whatſoever to the 
contrary, 
XIV. 

The Houſe or Marquifate of Badcn ſhall alſo enjoy all the Right and 
Bereſit of this Peace, and at the ſame time of the Peace of Weſtphalia, 
and!/Vimegrc; but more eſpecially the Fourth and Fifth Articles of this 
Treaty. 

XV. 

In the ſame manner the Princes and Counts of Naſſaw, Hanaw, and 
Leinigen, and all the other States of the Sacred Roman Empire, who 
by the Fourth Article of this Treaty, or any other, are to be reſto- 
red, ſhall be re-polieft in all and ſingular their Dominions or Rights, 
4nd in a!l the Profits helonging to and Incomes ariling.from them, and 
m a! other Rights and Eenefits, by what name foever called, or di- 
ſinoniſhed., 

: XVI. 

But f:c42, tor the better Eſtabliſhment of this Peace, it has been 
thought fir to ma%2 an Exchange of ſome Places, his Imperial Majeſty 
22d the Empire, yield vp to the moſt Chriftian King and his Succeſ- 
fors, the City of Strasburg, and whatever belongs to the ſaid City, on 


the left {ide ot the Rome, with all the Jnri:Giction, Propricty, and Su- 
rream Domizion vwich hath 1itherto appertained, or could appertain 
© him and the Roman Empire, 32% trauster ail and fingular of them to 


tho mo! Carittian King and his Snccellors, to that the ſaid City, with 
all irs Appurtenances and Dependencies lituated on the left fide of the 
Kine, without any reſervation, viith ai! manner of Juriſdiction and

Superiority and Supream Dominion,do appertain from this time 2nd for 
ever, to the moſt Chriſtian King, and his Sneceſſoare, and he und 


tradition from the Emperour, Empire or any other whatever ; and 
for the greater validity of this Cellion or alienation ; the Emperour an! 
the Empire, by vertue of the preſent tranſaction exprelly derozate 
from all and ſingular the Decrees, Conſtitutions, Statutes and Cuſtoms 
of the preceding Emperours, and the Sacred Ri91ay Empire, tho con- 
firmed by Oath, or to be Confirmed hereatter, and particularly from 
the Imperial Capitulation, fo fas forth as any manner ot alienatiza of 
the Goods and Rights of the Empire is prohibited ; all which they ex- 
preſly renounce, and diſcharge the ſaid City, with all the Magiſtrates, 
Officials, Citizens and Subjects thereof, from the Oaths and Obliga- 
tions by which they have been hitherto bound to the Emperour and the 
Empire, and remit the ſame under the ſubjection, obedience and fide- 
lity of the moſt Chriſtian King, and his Succeilors, and &o conſtiture 
the moſt Chriſtian King in the tull and juſt Propriety, Poſlefſion and 
Sovereignty thereof, and renounce all Jurisditions and pretentions in 
the ſame from henceforth and for ever; and to that end are pleaſed 
to expunge the ſaid City of m— out of the Body of the Empire. 
[I. 

But it ſhall be free to all and ſingular the Inhabitants of the ſaid Ci- 
ty and its dependancies, of whatever condition they be; if they are 
minded to remove, to transfer their Dwellings from thence elſewhere, 
together with all their moveable Goods, without any let, detraction, 
or exaQting any thing from them, within one Year after the Ratifica- 
tion of this Peace, and after five Years, having firſt performed the Con- 
ditions that have long ſince been in uſage there ; and either to ſell or 
retain their moveables, and to manage the ſame either by themſelves 
or others. The ſame Power alſo of retaining, and either by them- 
ſelves or others, of managing or alienating them, ſhall remain to all 
the other Members or Subjects, whether mediate or immediate of the 
Empire, who have Goods, Profits, Debts, Actions, or Rights in the 
ſaid City, or its appurtenances, whether they have always retained 
them, Or that during the War, or before it, they have been Confiſca- 
ted or taken away, and granted to others, by what Name foever cal- 
led, or whereſoever they may live, reſerving ſti!l the Eccleſiaſtical 
Juriſdiction to thoſe to whom of old it did belong, which Juriſdicti- 
on, or The exerciſe thereof, it ſhall = never lawful to obſtruct, 
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Oa the other hand his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall reſtore the Fort 

of Kcbl built by kim on the right fide of the Riiine whole, together 
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with all its Rights and Dependencies, within Thirty days after the 
Ratification of this Treaty ; but for the Fort cali2d the P:le, and the 
reſt of them that have been built within the R5zne it ſelf, or any of its 
Iflands,they ſhall be raſed down to the ground, wi'!''n vneMonth atter,or 
ſooner, if it can be, at the Charge of the Moſt Chriſtian King, and 
never to be re-built by neither Party hereafter ; and the Navigation 
of the River, or other Uſe thereof, ſhall be alike fice to the Subjtdts 
of both Parties, or to any other that will repair thither, Sail, or carry 
Goeds thereon ; neither ſhall there be any thing done by either party 
there, or ary where elſe towards turning the River, whereby to ren- 
der the Courſe thereof, or its Navigation, or other Uſe, the morc 
difficulc upon any account whatſoever, much leſs ſhall any new Cu- 
ſtoms, Impolt, or Toll be exafted, or the old ones increaſed, or the 
Ships which paſs it to and fro, be forced to come to the one lide of 
the River more than the other, or to unlade their Merchandiſe and 
Burdens or take them in 3 but that always ought to be left to every 
ones own freedom and liberty, 

X1IX. 

His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty doth allo give up to his Imperial Majeſty, 
and the moſt Serene Houſe of Auſtria, the City and Caſtle of Friburg, 
and alſo the Fort of Sr. Peter ; and the Port called the Stay, and what- 
ever other Fortifications that have been a-new ereQed or repaired there 
or elſewhere, throvgh the Hercynian Foreſt, and the other Diſtrict of 
the Briſzow in the Condition they are now, without any manner of 
Demoliſhing or Impairment, together with the Villages fof Leben, 
Metzhauſen and Kircyzarth, and with all the Rights of the ſame, as 
they were yielded to his moſt Chriitian Majeſty, or poſleſſed or ex- 
erciſed by him; as alſo. the Archives, and all the Writings or Re- 
cords found there at the ſame time, of his occupation of them, whe- 
ther they remain there ſtil), or have been carried elſewhere, with a 
reſervatiou always of the Rights of the Dioceſs, and other Rights and 
P: ts of th: Biſhoprick of Conſtans, XX. 


In like manner, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty entirely reſigns to his 
imperial Mujeſty, and the Houſe of Auſtria, the City of Breſac in its 
preſent ſtate, with the Granaries, Armories, Fortifications, Works, 
Walls, Towns, and other publick and prirate Edifices, with all its de-- 
pendencies on the right ſide of the Rhine; thoſe on the Welt ſide of 
the ſaid River, and among the reſt, the Fort called the Afortier, being 
reſerved to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty; but that called the New City, 
ſtanding on the ſame lefc ſide of the Rhine, as alſo the Bridge and For- 
tification built there, in an Iſland of the Rhine, ſhall/be. totally demo- 
00d a:d laid flat with zhe ground, and are never to be rebuilt 9 ei-

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ther Party at any time ; Moreover the ſame liberty of removing from 
Brifſac, as has been agreed upon in reſpect to Strasburg, is allowed here 
as full as if the ſame were repeated. 
XXl. 

The ſaid Places, Cities, Caſtles and Forts, with all their Diſtri&s, 
——_—_— and Dependencies, given back to his Imperial Ma- 
je ! by the moſt Chriſtian King, ſhall be reltored and delivered up 
without any reſervation, exception, or retention, fincerely and with- 
out any delay, hindrance or pretence, to thoſe who after the Ratifica- 
tions of this Peace ſhall be appointed and particvlarly deputed from 
his Imperial Majeſty for that end. And for that reaſon, the French 
chicf Magiſtrates, Governours and other Officials ſhall be obliged to 
evacuate the Places, fo as that the ſaid Cities, Caſtles, Forts and Pla- 
ces, with all their Prerogatives, Profits, Incomes and Emoluments, 
and whatſoever is comprehended under the ſame, ſhall return under the 
Juriſdiction, attual power, and every way to the Dominion and Sove- 
raingty of his Imperial Majeſty, and the Houſe of Auſtria, and remain in 
the ſame at all times, as they have heretofore appertained thereunto, 
and hitherto been poſſeſt by his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty; and no 
manner of Right or pretenſions to the ſaid piaces, is meant to remain 
or be reſerved to the Crown of France. Moreover nothing ſhall be re- 
quired in conſideration of the Expences and Charges that France has 
been at, either upon the publick or private Buildings, and the plenary 
reſtitution of them ſhall not be retarded upon any account whatſoever, 
within Thirty Days after the Ratifications of the Peace, fo that the 
French Garriſons ſhall forthwith withdraw from thence, without any 
Trouble, Loſs or Oppreſlion of the Citizens and Inhabitants, or of any 
other of the SubjeRs of the Houſe of Auſtria whatſoever, under Title 
of Debts or other pretenſions of any kind ; neither ſhall it be lawful 
for the French Souldiers, in evacuating of the places, or any other where 
not belonging to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, to make any longer ſtay, 
to fix their Stations or Winter Quarters; but be obliged, without 
delay, to haſten to the proper Dominions of the Crown of France. 

XXII. 

In the ſame manner Phillipsburg ſhall be deliver'd up to his Imperial 
Majeſty and the Sacred Roman Empire undamag'd, with the Fortiſ- 
cations adjoining to it on the right :hde of the Rhyme, and all: the Car.- 
non that were there the laſt time it was taken by France ; reſerving e- 
very way the Rights of the Biſhop of Spire, and to that end the Fourth 
Article of the Treaty of Peace at Nimeguen ſhall be accounted as ex- 
preſly repeated in this place, but the Fortifications that have been rai- 
ſed on the left ſide, together with the Bridge built by the moſt Chri- 
ſian King ſince his polleſfling himſelf of it, ſhall be. deſtroy'd, = 
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XXIII. . 

The moſt Chriſtian King, at his own Expences ſhall be obliged to 
demoliſh the Fortifications over againſt Hunningen, built on the right 
ſide and in an Ifland of the Rhine, the ground, together with the Build- 
ings thereof, to be reſtored the Houſe of Baden, and the Bridge built 
there over the Rhize, ſhall be deſtroy*d allo. 

XXIV. | 

In like manner the Fortification that is built on the right ſide of the 
Rhine, over againſt Fort Lovis, ſhall be deſtroy'd, the ſaid Fort to re- 
main together with the Iſland to the moſt Chriſtian King, but the 
ground of the demoliſhed Fortification, to be reſtored to the Mar- 
queſs of Baden, and part of the Bridge ſhall alſo be deſtroy'd, which 
reaches thither from the Iſland, and not repaired hereafter by either 


Party. 
XXV, 

Beſides, the moſt Chriſtian King is obliged to demoliſh the Works 
that have been added to the Caltle of Trarback ſince the Peace of N;- 
meguen, as alſo the Fort of Montroyal upon the Moſelle, which are 
ro be rebuilt by none hereafter 3 but the Caſtle of Trarback is to be 
left in its former ſtate, and together with the City and its Appurte- 
nances, ſhall be fully reſtored to _ __ Owners,

Upon the ſame account alſo ſhall the Fortification, added to the Ca- 
ſtle of Kurburg by his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty be demoliſhed, which be- 

ing done, this Caſtle with the City of Reznleft, as well as the reſt of 
the Goods belonging to the Prince of Salm and his Kindred, Rbein- 
' graues and Wildgraues, as alſo the Principallity of Salm by name, 
and the reſt ſhall be reſtored to them ; to be poſleſt by them altogether 
in the ſame manner, and with the ſame Right, as before their Depri- 
vation, and as is agreed in this Peace. 
XXVII. 

The ſame thing alſo is agreed vpon for the Demoliſhing of the New 
Works added to Caſtle of Eberenburg, by the moſt Chriſtian King, 
and the ſame, vith what ever clſe belongs to them, ſhall be reſtored 
by both Parties to the Barons of Sickingen. 

XXVI1I. 

Whereas the Duke of Loyrain has been engag'd with his Imperial 
Majeſty in this War, and would be comprchenced- in the preſent Trea- 
ty, he ſhall be reſtored for himſelt, Heis and Succeſlors, into the free 
and tvll Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates, Places and Goods which his. Unkle 
i2uke Charles poſſeit in the Year 1679 (whien they were aſſumed into 

ne Bands of the moſt Chiiſtian King) except fuch Alteratious as are 
2 52 explained in the following Atticles, XXIX. 
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XXIX, 

In the firſt Place, his moſt "Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall reſtore to the 
Duke the old and new Citys of Nancy, with all Appurtenances, and 
with the Cannon that were found in the old Ciry at the time of its 
falling into the Hands of France, but upon this Condition, that all the 
Works and Fortifications of the old City ſhall be left whole, as alſo 
the Gates of the new City, whoſe Works and Fortif-ations ſhall, at 
the Charge of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, belevelld with the Ground, 
and are to be repaired at no Time thereafter, nnle$ it he that the 
Duke and his Succeſlors are free to encloſe the new City with a linglc 
Wall, without any Angles, —_ — they pleaſe. 


His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhall alſo evacuate the Ca?le of Birſch, 
with all its Appurtenances 3 as alſo the Caſtle of H2b:77, having 
firſt ruined their Works, which are no more to be repaired ; but yer 
ſo, as that theſe Caſtles, and the Towns adjoyning to them be no 
way damnified, but be preſerved altogether unhurr. 

XXX1. 

Moreover, all things agreed on inthe fourth Article concerning U- 
nions and Re-unions, ſhall be fo far extended to the Duke, as if they 
were here repeated Word for Word; where, or which Way ſoever 
theſe Unions on Re-unions haye been made. 

XXXII. 

But his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty reſerves to himſelf the Fort of Saar 
Lovis, with halt a Leagve round it, to be marked ont by Commiſſio- 
ners appointed: by the King and Duke of Zoryarn, to be polleſt by him 
for ever, with all right of Soveraignty and Supream Dominion. 

XXXlI. 

The City alſo and Mayoralty of Longwy, together with their Ap- 
purtenances and Dependencies, ſhall, with all Sovereignty ard $y- 
preme Dominion, remain under the Caſtody of the moſt Chriſtian 
King, his Heirs and Succellors for ever ; neither ſhall the Duke, and 
his Heirs and Succeſſors pretend any Right unto them for the future : 
But in Exchange for the ſaid City and Mayoralty, his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty will grant another PreteQture to the ſaid Duke in one of the 
three Biſhopricks, of the ſame Extent and Value with the others, 
which ſhall be fairly agreed on between the ſame Commiſſioners ; 
and that ſame being thus yielded up, and transferred by the moſt 
Chriſtian King into the hands of the Duke z both the Duke himſelf, 
as well as his Heirs and Succellors, ſhall enjoy it for ever, with all 
Right of Soveraignty, ſupreme Dominion and Propriety, 


XXX1V. 
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XXXIV. 

The Country ſhall always be open to the Kings Souldiers marching 
to the Frontiers, or returning from thence, without any Let or Hin- 
drance, thro? the Duke*s Dominions, he having always timely Notice 
given him of the ſame,and that the Souldiers marching do not ſtraggle, 
nor turn out of their Road, but keep to the common and ſhorteſt Way, 
and make due haſte in their March, without any Dzlay, offering no vi- 
olence nor Detriment to the Places and Subjects of the Duke,and payfor 
their Proviſion with readyMony,and for other Neceſſaries to the Duke's 
Commiſſioners that are to provide them ; abolliſhing again, and ful- 
ly reſtoring the Way and Places under the Power of the Duke, with- 
out any Exception, which were reſerved to the moſt Chriſtian King 
by the Peace of Nimeguen, 

XXXV. 

The Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, which to the Day of the Preſent Trea- 
ty, have been conferred by the moſt Chriſtian King, ſhall be left qui- 
etly to the now Poſleſſors, who obtain'd them of his moſt Chriſtian 


Majcity. 
XXXVI. 

It has beſides been agreed on, that all Proceſles, Sentences and De- 
crees, made by the Council, Judges, and other of the moſt Chriſtian 
King's Officials, as well between the Dutchy of Lorrain as others, in 
the time when the moſt Chriſtian King poſleſt theſe States, ſhall rake 
place, and have as full and plenary Efte&t, as if his now Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty remained Poſler of them, neither ſhall it be lawfnl to call the ſaid 
Decrces into Queſtion, or to annul, or retard and hinder the Execu- 
tion of them z but it ſhall be free for the Parties, according to the Or- 
der and Diſpoſition of the Laws and Conſtitutions, to have tecourſe 
to the reviewing of ſuch As, but the Sentences are in the mean time 
to remain in their full Force and Vigour: 

XXXVII. 

The Archives and Records which were kept and taken away from 
the Treaſury of Naney and Barr, and both Chambers of Accounts, 
and elſewhere, ſhall be reſtored forthwith to the Duke, afcer rhe Ra- 
tification of the Peace. 

. XXXVIII 

The Duke may preſently after the Ratification of the Peace, ſend 
Commiſſioners into the Dutchy of Loyrain, and Barr, who ſhall look 
after his Affairs, adminiſter Juſtice, take care of the Cuſtoms, Salt- 
Pits, and other Rights belonging to him, ſettle the Poſt, and do all 
other Things which may appertain to the Government, which the 
Duke at the ſame time is to take upon him, 
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XXXIX, , 

As for Impoſts and Cuſtoms, or the Immunities of them as to Salt, 
and Wood Carriage,whether by Land or by Water, the ſame Manner 
and Cuſtom ſhall be kept, as was in the Year 1570, without any man- 
ner of Innovation. 

XL. 

The Ancient Uſage and Liberty of Commerce ſhall remain between 
Lorain, and the Juriſdiction of Metz, Teul, and Yerd::, and ſhall be 
exactly obſerved for the Benchrt of both Sides, for the future. 

XL I. 

In like manner the Agreements made between the moſt Chriſtian 
Kings and the Dukes of Lorramm, ſhall be kept inviolably ia their for- 
mer Force and Vigour. 

; XLII, 

It ſhall be free for the Duke and his Brethren, after the Reſtitution 
of them, to proſecute their Right in the ordinary way ot Juſtice, which 
they affirm to belong to them in divers Caſes,notwithitanding the Senten- 
ces that may have been palt in their Abſence, and without their being 
heard againſt them. 

XLIII. 


As to thoſe Things which otherwiſe are notexpreſly agreed on here, 
thoſe Matters which are contained in this Treaty eſpecially the SeCtion, 
The Vaſſuls of both Parties ſhall be reſtored, &c. that SeQion, As ſoon 
as the Treaty of Peace, &c. and Section, And as to the Subjeds, &c, 
ſhall be obſerved in reſpe& to the Duke, his Dominions, and Subjeas, 
as if they had been particularly - Wy herein. 

XLl 


The Lord Cardinal de Fuſtemburg (hall be Reſtored to all his Rights, 
Feudal Goods, Freeholds, Benefices, Honours, and Prerogatives which 
belong to the Princes and Members of the Sacred Empire, as welt upon 
account of his Biſhoprick of Strasburg, on the right ſide of the Rhine, 
as of the Abbey of Stavelon, or others, and ſhall enjoy with his Kin- 
dred or Relations who have adhered to him, as alſo his Domeſticks 
a full Amneſty and Security from all As, and Deeds, and whatever 
Decrees elſe have been made againſt him, or them ; neither ſhall he 
be liable himſelf, and his Heirs, or his Relations or Kindred, and 
Domeſticks, to be called to an account for the Inheritance of the de- 
cealed Elector Maximilian Henry, by the EleCtors of Cologne, and Ba- 
varia, their Heirs, or any other, As the ſaid Cardinal, his Kindred or 
Relations, amt Domeſticks, or any having power from them, ſhall not 
be at liberty neither to demand any thing any manner of way of the 
Electors out ct that Inheritance, or for the Legacies left thera, or 
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things beſtowed upon them, all right, pretenſion, or perſonal and real 
aQion being utteriy aboliſhed hereby, the ſamt-amneſty and 24a da 
ſhall ſach of them be made partakers of, and enjoy the ſame right alto- 
gether, who being Canons of Cologn, took part with him, and were 
deprived of their Canonſhips and Benefices ; who ſhall be reſtored, 
with all the Rights of Canons, Benefices and Dignities, into the ſame 
Places and Order of the Cathedral Chapter and Collegiate Churches 
they weie in before they were depoſed ; but yet ſo, that the Profits 
do remain to the preſent Poſſe!Tors; theſe as well as the reſtored 
ones, ſhall enjoy the common Titles and FunGion of Dignities and 
Beneſices, but the reſtored ones to have the preference, hut that after 
the death of the Poſſeſlors, or their voluntary reſignation, the reſto- 
red Canons alone ſhall enjoy the Dignities and Profits. In the mean 
time, according to the Order they have among themſelves, each of 
them ſha!l receive the new Prebends next vacant as they fall in 
courſe, and that this alſo will be plealing to the upper Eccleliaſticks, to 
whom it may belong, is not at all doubted of, The Heirs alſo of 
thoſe Cinons, who being in like manner in a deſtitute ſtate, withdrew 
themſelves daring the War, whoſe Goods,Eſtates and Rights were Se- 
queſtred, and adjudged Forfeited, towards the recovery of theſe, 
they ſhall fully enjoy the benefit of Section, And all the YVaſſils of both 
Parties ſhall be reſtored, @&'c, with the addition of this expreſs Con- 
dition, that the Legacies which have been left by the Deceaſed for 
Pious Uſes, ſhal! be paid according to their Wills, out of the Eſtates 
aſſigned for them. 
XLV. 

The Landgraves of Heſs Reinfield alſo ſhall be particularly included 
in this Amneſty, and be put into the ſame ſtate, in reſpet to the 
Caſtle of Rheinfeld, and all the lower County of Catzenellabogen, as 
their, Father Landgrave Erneft was before the beginning of this War, 


reſerving however in all Places thoſe Rights belonging to the Land- 
grave of Heſs-Caſjel. 
XLVI. 


All the Vaſſals and SubjeRts of both Parties, both Eccleſiaſtical and 
Secular, Bodies Politick, Univerſities and Colledges ſhall be reſtored 
to the Honours, Dignities and Benefices they enjoy*d before the War ; 
as alſo to all Rights, Goods, Moveables, and Immoveables, Eſtates 
alſo or Incomes, that can be recovered, and ſuch as have determined 
with the Life of any (provided their Offspring be not extin&) that 
have been ſeized and detained in the time and by reaſon of the War, 
together with the Rights, Actions, and Succeſſions which fell to them 
during the War ; but yet in ſuch a manner, as they ſhall have power 


to 
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to demand nothing vpon the account of returns or produds of the E- 
ſtates they have quitted,till rhe day of the Ratification of the Peace. In 
like manner they ſhall no more be able to demand thoſe Debts, Mer- 
chandizes, and Moveables, that in the time, and by reaſon of the War 
have been forfeited, or by publick Authority put to any other uſe ; 
and ſo neither the Creditors of the ſaid Ipcbts, nor the Owners of 
thoſe Merchandizes or Moveables, and their Heirs, or any having 
power from them, ſhall ever be free to proſecute the ſame, or to pre- 
tend to any Satisfaction, or Reftitution. Theſe Reſtitutions ſhall 
alſo be extended unto them that have ficed with the contrary Party, 
or have been ſuſpected upon that Account ; and to thoſe who after 
the Peace of Nimeguen had their Goods, Incomes or Rights taken a- 
way frem them, becavſe they dwelt elſewhere, or did not do homage, 
or for the like Cauſes and Pretences, and who hereafter by vertue of 
this preſent Peace ſhall return to the Favour of their own Prince, as 
alſo into their ancient Rights and reſpective Goods, ſuch as theſe have 
been at the time of the Concluſion of this Treaty ; and all theſe things 
ſhall be put in execution forthwith, after the Ratification of the Peace, 
notwithſtanding any Gifts, Grants, Alienations, Declarations, Con- 
fiſcations, Commiſſions, Charges, Improvements, Interlocutory and 
Definite Sentences paſt for Contumacy, in the abſence of the Parties, 
and unheard ; which Sentences and adjudged Caſes ſhall be deemed 
void, and thenceatter ſo eſteemed, as if they had never been adjudged 
or pronounced ; there being a full andentire Liberty reſerved to them, 
to return into their Countrey,or to thoſe Goods,as alſo for them to en« 
joy them, either there themſelves with the Returns and Incomes theres 
from, or elſewhere, wherever they pleaſe to fix their Habitation or 
Aboad, according to their choice, without any manner of ExaQion, 
or Violence. And then it ſhall be free for them by unſuſpeted A+ 
gents to mannage their Eſtates, and Incomes, as alſo to enjoy them, 
but yet with an exception as to Eccleſiaſtical Benefices that require the 
Parties reſidency, which ought perſonaily to be Adminiſtred and look- 
ed after. Laſtly, it ſhall be free tor the Subjects of either Party to Scll, 
Change, Alienate and Transfer their moveable and immoveableGoods, 
Incomes and Returns which they have under the Dominion of either, 
or otherwiſe to diſpoſe of them while alive, and by laſt Will, fo thar 
any Perſon, be he a Subject or Foreigner, ſha!! be free to buy or ac- 
quire them, without being obliged to ſue for any other or farther leave 
of his Superiour, beſides what 1s contained in this Article, 
XLVII. 

If ſome mediate or immediate Ecclciaſtical Benefices have been con- 

ferred during this War by Ws in the Lands or Places thea 
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ſubje& 
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ſubje& to him, to ſuch as were Capacitated for the ſame, according to 
the Rule of the firſt Inſtitution, and general or particular legal Sta- 
tutes made concerning them, or according to any other diſpoſal or 
proviſion,tho? Canonically made by the Pope, thoſe as well as the other 
Eccleliaſtical Benefices which before this War were conferred in like 
manner.in Places that are to be reſtored by this Peace, ſhall be left to 
the preſeat Poſſefſors, fo as that they ſhall not and ought not to be ſued, 
convened, or upon any account moleſted and diſquieted, neither inthe 
poſſeſſion or lawful adminiſtration of them, nor in receiving of the 
Profits thereof, nor be di{tu: bed and hindred therein, upon the ac- 
count of them, or for any paſt or preſent Cauſe, provided ſill they 
perform thoſe Duties incumbent upon them in relation to thoſe Bcne- 

fices. XLVIIL | 
Whereas it will be conducive to the Publick Tranquility, that the 
Peace concluded at Turin, Aug. 29. 1696, between his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty and the Duke of Savoy, be exactly obſerved, 'its thuvght 
fit to confirm and comprehend the ſame in this Peace, fo as that it 
is and ſhall always remain in the ſame force with this Peace ; thoſe 
things beſides are particularly confirmed, which have been agreed on 
for the Houſe of Savoy, by the Weſtphalian and Nimeguen Treaties a- 
bove confirmed, and they are eſteemed ſo, as if repeated here by 
name ; but yet ſo, as that that Obligation can in no part thereof be 
leſned or alter*d by the reſtitution made of Pjgnero!, and its Depen- 
dances, which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty hath taken upon himielt, of 
paying 450 and 94 thouſand: Crowns to the Duke of Mantua for the 
diſcharge of the Duke of Savoy, as is declared at large in the Articles 
of the Weſtphalian Treaty ; and that they may the more fully and *cm- 
ly be corroborated, all and every the Princes concerned in the Gene- 
ral Peace, give the ſame ſpon/zons or Guarantees, as they have ſtipula- 
ted among themſelves for their greater ſecurity,to the Duke cf Savoy, 

and receive the ſame reciprocally from him. 
XLIX, 

But upon the rendring vp or reſtitution of any Places,Perſons, things 
' or Juriſditions made, or to be made by France, there ſhall no new 
right be acquired over the things reſtored, or to be reſtored ; bur, and 
if others have pretenſions againſt them, theſe pretenſions after ſuch re- 
ſtitution made, which for that reaſon, ſhall by no means be delay'd, 

ſhall be propounded, examined, and decided in a convenient place, 


As ſoon as the Inſtrument of this Peace ſhall be Subſcribed, and 
Signed by the Extraordinary Embaſladors, and Plenipotentiaries, all 
manner of Hoſtility and Violence ſhall ceaſe, and the ruining of Build- 
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ings, deſtroying of Vineyards and Wo234s, or cutting down of Trees ; 
and the Forces on both fides ſha!! forthwith, after the Ratiſications are 
Exchanged, be withdrawn from untfortify'd places belonging to the 
other Party - But as for Fortity*d places that are to be reſt5red by 
Vertne of this Peace, they ſhall be deliver'd up within Thirty Days 
after the Ratifications are made or ſooner, it it can be, to thoſe 
who are named in the foregoing Articles ; or it they have not been ex- 
preſt, to ſuch as were immediately hefore the Deprivation made, in 
polleſſion of them, without ruining any of the Fortifications, publick 
or private Buildings, or wor{ſting of the condition they are now in, or 
by claiming of any Charges they have been at, upon, or concerning 
them, or by any exactions of Souldiers, or in their Name, or any 0- 
ther alledged cauſe, or by the taking away of things belonging to the 
Inhabitants, or left them by this Peace: And as for the demoliſhing of 
thoſe places before'agreed on, that ſhall be fully done,and finiſh*d withour 
the Expence and trouble of the other Party, the leſſer ones to bedone 
within the ſpace of one Month, and the greater in two Months, or 
ſooner, if it can be done : Beſides all Archives or Recorc's,and not on- 
Iy thoſe which belong to the places that are to be reſtored, and left to 
his Imperial Majeſty, the Empire and the States and Members thercof, 
but alſo all thoſe which have been taken away from the Chamber and 
City of Spire, and elſewhere in the Empire, ſhall be ſincerely reſtored, 
preſently after the Exchange of the Ratifications, tho? there be no par- 
ticular mention made thereof in this Agreement z the Priſoners alſo 
that have be2n made on both ſides, upon account of the War, ſhall be 
ſer at full liberty without any Ranſom, eſpecially ſuch as have been 
committed to the Gallies, or elſewhere to publick Works.

And to the end the Subjects of either Party may the ſooner partici- 
pate of the fruits of the Peace,it is agreed, That all Contributions, Mo- 
ney,Corn, Wine Hay, Wood,Cattle, or any thing elſe otherwiſe denomi- 
nated,tho? they have been already required from,or by Agreement enga- 
ged for by che SnbjeRts of either, as alſo forraging ot any Kind in the 
others Dominion, ſhall immediately afcer the Day of the exchange of 
the Ratifications totally ceaſe; And what ſhall then remain due as unpaid, 
or the like, or any other Contributions, Impoſitions or Exactions ſhall . 
be utterly aboliſhed, and © remain; the Hoſtages alſo, what cauſe f0- 
ever they have been given for, or taken away, ſhall without delay, or 
any money paid be given up, and _ diſmiſt into their Country.

All things agreed on by this Peace ſhall be of force, and remain al- 
ways firm,obſerved and put in execution,notwithtanding any thing or 
things that may ever be believed, altered or thought on to the con- 
trary, which are hereby abrogated and made void, tho they may be 
ſuch things, whereof a more particular and ample mention ought to 
be made, and of which, the Abrogation or Annulling might ſeem to

It has been thought 
convent to add further to the Treaty of Peace fign'd this Day, That 
in propoſing and deciding the Pretenfions or Rights the Dutchels of 
Orleans has again{t the Elector- Palatine , this Method fhall be 
obſerved. When the rwo Arbitracors ſhall agre2 upon the Place of 
meeting, within tie time pretixt 1n the Ratificativitz of the Peace, 
each Paity hall have notice given him of the faid Place, and thirher 
witiin the ſpace of two Months, to be reckon'd from the full Re- 
{titurizn made to-the Elector Palatine, according ts the fame Article, 
the «Delegates of the Arbicrators ſhall be ſent. "There then within 
one Mon:tit's face, thail be exhibited an entire D-c!aratiun of the 
Preteniſions or Requelts of the Dutchels of Or/e.ns againſt the Elector, 
and tlie ſame {hail be communicated witiun cight days to the Eicctor. 
Ler the Grounds that both Parties go upon be. drawn trom thence, 
and delivercd there to the Delegates of the Atbitrators within tour 
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their Cuſtody, the third ſhall be put to the Common Ads of Arbi- 
tration, and the fourth ſhall be communicated to each of the Parties 
within eight Days. Anſwer ſhall be given in the ſame manner,andthere 
ſhall on theſaque Day be exhibited co the Delegates of.the Arbitrators the 
Anſwer of each Party, whereof there ſhall be alſo four Copies, and 
the ſame Anſwer is mutually to be delivered to the reſpeive Parties 
again within the _ of eight days.
